We have 
about 28R.OOO voters in the state, while 
we support in some manner over 22,000 
unfortunates, being in the ratio of one 
to every thirteen voters of the state. 
Thia is appalling. Are we not by this 
method encouraging dependency on the 
part of those that conld be cared for in 
other ways? By thia system of unre- 
stricted charity are we not doing more 
harm than good?" 


The tout income of the state this 


year on the basis of ISM will be about 
$5,728,112. Thua it ia plain to be aeon 
that after deducting the $1,833.600. and 
the sum of $2,883,000 paid for onr pub* 
lie school system, including normals 
and universities, there 
will be left 


about $1,121,612 'to meet all other ex- 
penditures.

the interior, that Is to say, that we have 
not as many children to population as 
there are in the state ontaide of us. If 
we accept the rule that the social condi- 
tion is more symmetrical in the coun- 
try parts than in the city, we come at 
once to another stumbling block. There 
are many cities besides the metropolis. 
Their aggregate population is equal at 
least to that of tiAn Franciaco, but no 
fluch deficiency is found in them. Why 
should there be leaa children to the 
adnlt population in San Francisco than 
jn Oakland, or San Jose, or Stockton, or 
Sacramento, or Marysville? 


The man who attempts a solution in 


line will be apt to cry out pretty Boon 
for an easier one; especially when the 
fact ia taken into consideration that a 
great many fumilies whose business is 
in the interior live in San Francisco for. 
the convenience that its schools, public 
and private, offer, »nd for the amuse- 
ments and distractions which it furnish- 
es. Once an effort was made to get out 
of the-tangle by attributing to tbe lar^e 
Chinese population, which is in a sense 
childless, an apparent lack of the proper 
qnota ol children. But it was soon 
found that ther- waa no thoroughfare in 
that direction, for tho interior, taken a9 
a. whole, has relatively as many China- 
men as we have. There is only one hy- 
pothesis to clear up the mystery, and 
.hat is to assume that the school popu- 
.4ti?iroHbe interior was exaggerated or 
•was depressed, or both. Thia is the 
only way out. 


A eolption of the question as to why 


there should be leefl children in propor- 
tion to the adult population in San

In an editorial statement of its pres- 


ent and future policy the San Francisco 
Gall says that "the aim of the new 
management Oi" tho Call is to make not 
a metropolitan journal merely, but a 
broad, generous California newspaper, 
having a close touch with every county 
and every industry in the Bluto." If 
this policy is continued the fact will be 
hailed with pleasure by all tho people 
of the interior. The management of 
tne San Franciaco press lias too long 
bben rather metropolitan than Oalifor- 
nian, and San Francisco metropolitan- 
iam is of a kind that is very, very nar- 
row. When the interests of the city 
and the interior have at any time appar- 
ently clashed, the country haa in every 
instance been left without a newspaper 
representative whose voice might he 
heard generally throughout the state.

Krtriy yesterday morninK work com- 


neuccd in tho erection of tho high 
ehoul building on tho Terry block. 
The night before, that is, on Tuesday 
night, tho board of education had or- 
dered J. S. Bedford, formerly county 
surveyor, to measure off the grounds, 
md lay tho HUGH for the placing of the 
foundations. Some of the members of 
the board had promised to be present 
ami indicate where tho building should 
stand. Ail things worked according to 
the program, and all day yesterday 
work waa going on; but it consisted for 
the most part m running linen, and do- 
nding locations. 


What tho future program will be ia a 


matter of considerable interest, and of 
no small amount of speculation. It 
was talked of very generally by tho peo- 
ple of this city yesterday. Those who 
are posted in the law governing titles, 
and who are acquainted with the condi- 
tion of the Terry block's title, are 
unanimous, or nearly so, in tho opinion 
that the Board of Education is building 
tho structure on laud which does not 
belong to the clly, and which may never 
become the property of tho city.

A prominent business man and large 


property owner in this city summed up 
the situation yesterday as follows:

ing in the erection of the building on 
land which lias a clouded titlo. It may 
not be an injunction, hut you may rest 
assured that steps will bo taken in court 
to stop the operations. The only course 
remaining is through court. Tho three 
members of the hoard have declared by 
word and action thut they will not be 
guided by the wishes of the people ol 
this city. They are determined to go 
ahead, notwithstanding the opposition 
of nearly all tho people. I have been 
talking the greater part of the day with 
business men, and it ia a point on which 
there is not much disagreement that it 
is now time to cull a halt In tho course 
of those three members; ami, as I said, 
it will almost certainly be done tomor- 
row. 
* "It is my opinion, and the opinion ol 
every lawyer 1 have talked to, that tho 
purchase of that block is not legal be- 
cause tho board failed and refused to 
advertise for land aa the law plainly re- 
quires shall bo dono.
